Cabinet Officers ta Favor of the Bureau 
of American Repnbl.ce—Proceedings of 
the Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives—Postmasters Confirmed—Treasury 
Statement. 


W a sh in g to n , Jan. 22.—The commit­ 
tee on banking and currency, having 
concluded its hearings, extending over 
many days, on the question of revving 
th* currency, w ill -begin next W ednes­ 
day to consider the question of a report 
on some one of the numerous proposi­ 
tions submitted. 
The members of the 
committee differ widely as to the out­ 
look for affirmative action, some of those 
in leading positions declaring that the 
hearings have demonstrated that it will 
be impossible to secure a majority for 
any one proposition. 
Others are more 
hopeful and say that a composite meas­ 
ure, embodying the essential features of 
the Gage bill aud monetary commission 
bill, is likely to command sufficient votes 
to be reported. There is a general agree­ 
ment that noue of the bills before the 
committee w ill be reported in their pres­ 
ent form. 
There are 17 members of the commit­ 
tee, five of them Democrats. 
Members 
favorable to the monetary commission 
bill say they hope to get seven votes at 
the outset, and later to secure the addi­ 
tional votes necessary. 
Moose of the 
members counted in this seven say, 
however, that they will not vote for the 
bill. 
The situation within the commit­ 
tee is conceded to be very complicated. 
In view of this condition a number of 
members hope to have the general ques­ 
tion put aside for the present sud a bill 
restricted to the three recommendations 
cf the president reported. 
This also 
arcuses counter objections, so that there 
is little on which to base predictions of 
the outcome. 


Am bassador W hite Denies the Published 
£ Report* E m phatically. 
W ashington*, Jan. 22.—Ambassador 
White cabled the following to the secre­ 
tary of state yesterday: 
“Statement in 
morning papers that Mrs. White aud 
mysc f have been treated discourteously 
is absolutely and entirely without foun­ 
dation. 
Emperor and all others have 
been most kind to a x 
I have never 
needed to call the attention of any per­ 
son to any slight whatever. 
The notice 
regarding my reception was identical 
with that always issued after the pre­ 
sentation of an ambassador from any 
great power to the emperor.’' 


The cablegram has reference to pub­ 
lished reports that Ambassador and Mrs. 
White hud been ignored and not given the 
courtesy and attention due his rank by 
high officials of the German court, and 
that it had been necessary to admonish 
the offending officials by a notice in the 
court circular of Germany. 
It appears 
from the cablegram that the court circu­ 
lar's notice, which gave rise to the pub­ 
lished report, is simply a belated notice 
such as is always issued after presentation 
of aa ambassador to the emperor.

N ew York, Jan. 22.—The central Cu­ 
ban relief committee, appointed by Pres­ 
ident McKinley, has received a letter 
from W illiam R. Day, assistant secre­ 
tary of state, and a cablegram from Gen­ 
eral Lee. 
Mr. Day’* contained an in ­ 
closure from Consol Hyatt at Santiago 
de Cuba to the effect that one-third of 
the people in that district are lick and 
in need of quiuiue and other medicine*. 
Linen goods, too, are wanted, and as for 
food, rice, beaus, cornmeal, codfish, 
dried beef aud other articles which w ill 
keep well in a warm climate, would be 
welcome. 
Consul General Lee sent 
word that all previous shipments had 
arrived safely. 


BRIBERY CHARGES. 


M’K EN N A CONFIRMED. 


N w ator Al Iva Occupied gam* T.tne la a 
S p m b Agata*! th* Confirmation. 
W ashington, Jan. 
22.—The senate 
yesterday confirmed the nomination of 
Joeeph McKenna of California to be as­ 
sociate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. 
Senator Allen occupied almost the en­ 
tire executive session with his speech in 
opposition to confirmation, though there 
were brief remarks by Senators Turner 
and Wilson of Washington aud others 
favorable to Mr. McKenna. 
There was 
no division on the vote. 
Senator Allen had before him the 
charges filed with the committee on 
judiciary, which he read at length. 
This comprised a large number of let­ 
ters, tome resolutions aud the protest v t 
lawyers and judges on the Pacific coast 
charging that McKenna is unfitted for 
the high office of supreme court justice 
on the ground of a waul of legal attain­ 
ments. 
He commented at length upon 
this latter document and was inter­ 
rupted by Senator Perkins of California, 
who read a published defense of Judge 
McKenna, giving statistics to show that 
he had not, as judge of the California 
federal oonrt, been more frequently re­ 
versed by superior tribunals than had 
other judges of the same rank. 
There 
were also other interruptions during the 
day, but the proceedings were devoid of 
general interest. 
Mr. Allen spoke for about three hours. 
He said he was convinced of Mr. Mc- 
Keuua’s unfitness fort he off! oe. He did 
not insist upon a rollcall when the vote 
wss takeu and the vote was overwhelm­ 
ingly favorable to confirmation.

At the west distributive trade is slowly 
imprcviug, while at the south a fair 
January trade is reported, particularly 
in the Mississippi valley. 
Good returns 
from last year's Louisiana sugar crop 
find expression in higher prices for sugar 
lands. 
Mild weather in the northwest 
affects trades to some extent. 
A point 
of interest, however, is the report that 
fur goods manufacturers, usually shut 
down at this season, are running full 
time on Alaskan orders. 
Business is 
active on the Pacific coast. 
California 
crop prospects have been improved by 
the recent rains, aud ship aud boat build­ 
ing are very active along Puget sound 
aud at Portland. 
A further falling off in the number of 
business failures is reported in the 
United States this week, the total being 
only 809 against 323 last week, 429 in 
this week a year ago. 
Failures in the 
Dominion of Canada show a further 
falling off, am ounting this week to only 
46 against 58 last week, and 57 in 1897.

WILL COMPLY WITH LAWS. 


W abash Cars to Be Equipped W ith De­ 
vise* Required by Federal Statute*. 
St . Loris, Jan. 22.—In pursuance to 
the federal law regarding the couplings 
of railroad cars after after Feb. I, the 
Wabash w ill not accept any car to be 
hauled in passenger trains unless it is 
equipped with vertical plane oonplers, 
Westinghouse 
quickacting automatic 
airbrakes aud Westinghouse air train 
signals. 
Eastern roads have complied 
with the new statute aud the new ver­ 
tical coupler is now almost universally 
used. 
West of the Mississippi the im ­ 
provement has not been so rapid, and 
many lines are still using the old style 
Miller hooks. 
The Wabash order far­ 
ther specifies that all cars handled in 
passenger trains between Chicago and 
Buffalo must be equipped with steam 
heating apparatus. The change is made 
necessary by a state law in force in New 
York prohibiting fires in the stoves of 
passenger coaches. The Burlington sys­ 
tem has given similar orders. 


IN OLD MADRID. 


Keeling That th* United State* Has Na 
M otive For Interference. 


M adr id, 
Jan. 22.—The feeling in 
official circles, after the dispatches re­ 
ceived by Senator Sagasta from Cuba, 
is that the United States no longer baa 
a motive for direct or indirect inter­ 
ference in Cuba. 
The government considers that per­ 
sistence in the jingo attitude by the 
American congress would be contrary 
to the dictates of reason aud justice; and 
should the W ashington government, in 
deference to the jingo tendency, commit 
unjustifiable acts, Spain would regard 
them as a veritable provocation, which 
•he would reply to with the energy be­ 
fitting the country’s honor. 
It is announced 
that 
the foreign 
minister Seuor Gallon, has received 
W ashington dispatches which provoked 
a long cabinet discussion.

For a m outh aud m ore Governor M ouut 
has been in correspondence w ith the 
local authorities, besides which he sent 
a private detective to Roby to m ake ob­ 
servations. The governor instructed the 
agent in effect th a t if they were con­ 
form ing w ith the law he had no w ish to 
interfere, but if it were true th at gam ­ 
ing was openly and notoriously carried 
on, and if the prostitutes and gam blers 
w ho had been driven out of Chicago 
were congregating at Roby, then the 
agent m ust advise him as to the fact. A 
report was subm itted to the governor 
several days ago confirm ing all the state­ 
m ents heretofore roaching his ears, and 
then, after consulting w ith the attorney 
general, it was determ ined to proceed 
against the Roby people under the gen­ 
eral nuisance act. 
The fact th at the Lake county au th o r­ 
ities have forstalled the governor is 
therefore quite clearly defined. 
It is 
said th at the governor had planned a 
coup, w hich em braced the arrest at one 
and the sam e tim e of the principal 
gam esters concerned in Roby, w ith the 
hope th at the infliction of heavy fines, 
coupled 
w ith possible im prisonm ent, 
w oald terrorize all of them and rid the 
state at once and 
forever of their 
presence. 
It is alw said that he had 
planned to have a company of m ilitia 
assist the sueriff of Lake county in 
m aking the arrests so that the capture 
m ight be wholesale. It seems, however, 
th a t the local 
authorities proceeded 
w ithout acquainting the governor w ith 
their determ ination, thereby demon 
stratiug that the county is able to protect 
itself w ithout the aid of the m ilitia.

I ndianapolis, Jan. 22.—The state an* 
thorities are m uch rejoiced over infor­

local authorities, besides which he sent 
' a private detective to Roby to m ake ob- 
; serrations. The governor instructed the 
agent in effect th a t if they were con­ 
form ing w ith the law he had no w ish to 
interfere, but if it were true th a t gam ­ 
ing was openly and notoriously carried 
on, aud if the prostitutes and gam blers 
who had been driven out of Chicago 
were congregating at Roby, then the 
agent m ust advise him as to the fact. A 
report was subm itted to the governor 
several days ago confirm ing all the state­ 
m ents heretofore roaching his ears, and 
then, after consulting w ith the attorney 
general, it was determ ined to proceed 
against the Roby people under the gen­ 
eral nuisance act. 
The fact th at the Lake county au th o r­ 
ities have I ors tailed the governor is 
therefore quite clearly defined. 
It is 
said th at the governor had planned 
coup, w hich em braced the arrest a t one 
and the same tim e of the principal 
gam esters concerned in Roby, w ith the 
hope that the infliction of heavy fin e s 
coupled 
w ith possible im prisonm ent 
would terrorize all of them aud rid the 
state at once and 
forever of their 
presence. 
It is also said that he had 
planned to have a company of m ilitia 
assist the sheriff of Lake county in 
m aking the arrests so th at the capture 
m ight be wholesale. It seems, however 
th at the local 
authorities proceeded 
w ithout acquainting the governor w ith 
th eir determ ination, thereby 
dem on 
strafing that the county is able to protect 
itself w ithout the aid of the m ilitia.

' For a month aud more Governor Mount 
has been in correspondence with th* 
local authorities, besides which he sent 
a private detective to Roby to make ob* 
! servations. The governor instructed the 
agent in effect that lf they were con- 
I forming with the law he had no wish to 
interfere, but if it were true that gam 
. ing was openly and notoriously carried 
' on, aud if the prostitutes aud gamblers 
( who had been driven out of Chicago 
j were congregating at Roby, then the 
agent must advise him as to tile fact, 
report was submitted to the governor 
several days ago confirming all the state­ 
ments heretofore reaching his ears, and 
then, after consulting with the attorney 
general, it was determined to proceed 
against the Roby people under the gen 
erat nuisance act. 
The fact that the Lake county author 
ities have foratalled the governor is 
therefore quite clearly defined. 
It ia 
said that the governor had planned a 
coup, which embraced the arrest at one 
and the same time of the principal 
gamesters concerned in Roby, with the 
hope that the infliction of heavy fine*, 
coupled with possible imprisonment, 
would terrorize all of them aud rid the 
state at once and forever of their 
presence.
